FUNDED  DEBT. 

Exchanges  of  3^  per  cent,  gold  bonds  were  made  during  the  year  for 
$329,000  consolidated  second  general  mortgage  7  per  cent,  bonds. 

As  a  result  of  exchanges  since  June  1,  1897,  the  total  amount  of  old 
bonds  retired  has  been  $36, 880,000,  the  funded  debt  has  increased  $6,239,000 
and  an  annual  interest  saving  of  $1,072,435  has  been  effected.

Number  of  passengers  carried increase  9S6,707 19.87  per  cent. 

The  ton  mileage,  revenue  freight,  increased  10.65  per  cent. ;  the  mileage 
of  loaded  cars  increased  7.29  per  cent.;  the  mileage  of  freight  trains  de- 
creased 5.16  per  cent.  The  average  load  per  freight  train  mile,  revenue 
freight,  was  530.5  tons,  increase  16.67  per  cent.  The  average  rate  per  ton 
mile  was  0.489  cent;  last  year  0.505  cent;  decrease  3.17  per  cent. 

Passenger  mileage  increased  42.15  per  cent.,  this  increase  being  due  in 
part  to  the  Pan-American  Exposition  business.  The  average  rate  per 
passenger  mile  was  1.81  cent  against  2.03  cents  last  year,  decrease  10.84 
per  cent.

The  increase  in  the  expenses  of  operation  is  due  to  the  constant  growth 
of  the  traffic  moved  over  your  lines,  necessitating  a  large  expenditure  for 
maintenance  of  way  and  structures  and  maintenance  of  equipment. 

The  passenger  station  on  Van  Buren  Street  in  Chicago,  owned  jointly 
with  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company,  was  abandoned 
at  the  close  of  the  year  1901.  A  new  station  is  now  in  process  of  erection 
and  temporary  arrangements  have  been  made  to  use  the  terminal  facilities 
of  the  Grand  Central  Station  in  Chicago  for  this  company's  passenger  and 
mail  service. 

In  the  text  of  the  annual  report  for  the  year  1900,  reference  was  made 
to  the  item  of  Bills  Payable,  $6,000,000,  which  appeared  in  the  General 
Balance  Sheet  for  that  year.  This  item  has  been  reduced  $2,000,000  by 
the  application  of  surplus  earnings;  and  by  a  further  application  of  such 
earnings  the  company  acquired  during  the  past  year  $3,200,000  in  the 
capital  stock  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  Company  at  a  cost  of 
$1,920,000. 

The  results  of  operation  are  shown  in  detail  in  the  financial  and  statis- 
tical tables  appended.
